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DEAD PRESIDENT. 
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Antecedents of the Assassin of 
President Carnot of France. 


Announcement In the Chamber of Depu- 
tiesMme. Carnot and Her Sons at 
Lyons—Preparing For the Suc- 
cession—The Candidates, Etc. 





Lyons, June 26.—The police have 
succeeded in obtaining the following in- 
formation in regard to the assassin 
Santo: After leaving Italy he lived at 
different places, at Lusane and Geneva, 
Switzerland, and afterward in Lyons. 
From this city he went to Cette, France. 
Where he spent the last year working 
asa baker. He reached Lyons from 
Cette at 6 o'clock Sunday evening. 

It is learned that his real surname is 
Cesario, and his Christian name San- 
hieronimo. He is 19 years of age. He 
was known to the police of Cette asa 
militant anarchist. While in Cette he 
earned thirty franes a month besides 
his board and lodging. He was sober 
and industrious, taciturn in his manner. 
He was a great reader, and outspoken 
only when anarchistic theories were 
discussed. 

The officials who went to Cette to 
trace the assassin had an interview 
with Mme. Vial, who kept a baker 
shop in which the murderer worked. 
She says Cesario left her employ on 
Saturday, having given up his place on 
account of a quarrel. He received the 
money that was due him and disap- 
peared. 

He left a box containing his effects 
in his lodging. This the police opened, 
but found nothing compromising 
therein. 

Cesario, it was found, purchased the 
poniard with which he committed the 
murder on Friday. This discovery 
gives rise to the belief that his quarrel 
in the baker shop was merely a pre- 
text for leaving Cette and coming to 
Lydns to fulfill the murderous mission 
to which he was assigned by his asso- 
ciate anarchists. 


Announcement in the Chamber of

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Representa- 
tive Hitt. of Illinois, for along time 
secretary of legation and charge daf- 
faires at Paris, in seconding Mr. Me- 
Creery’s motion to adjourn in the house 
yesterday paid the following tribute te 
the late president of France: 

MR. SPEAKER: All the people of the United 
States to-day share in the grief and horror of 
the French nation at the great calamity which 
has fallen upon them. and this house but ex- 
presses the universal feeling of the Amer- 
ican people in the resolution that is 
proposed. It is a calamity not alone to 
the French people that President Carnot 
has been stricken down, for nations are so 
interdependent at this time in which we live 
that it is a blow felt by every lover of liberty 
and order in the world. President Cafnot at 
the present time of critical questions pending 
in Europe, was aman whose personality was 
of grave and great importance eside from and 
above his political position. He was chosen 


in i887. at a time when there were other 
and far more brilliant names presented 
for the prize, M. Brisson, M. Floquet, 


M. de Freycinet and M. Jules Ferry, names 
that were known far more widely than his; but 
the reputation he had earned in the chamber 
of deputies, a body which exactly corresponds 
to the house of representatives of the United 
States: and his temperate. moderate, sensible 
and Jaborious course through years of patriotic 
service. had built up for him a strong name

He was about to be re-elected president of 
the republic, and at this time. when social dis- 
order is threatened in so many places, when

wider sorrow for the loss of a wise statesman 
in such high responsible position. that the 
whole of mankind sutfered a blow when he feil. 

MoCreary.in 
the expression of the sympathy which I be- 
lieve every individual in the house and in 
the nation shares with the French people. 


One of the most striking instances 
called out by the Lyons tragedy was 


that of Mr. Bellamy Storer, of Ohio, 
one of the members of the house for- 
eign affairs coinmittee. He said: 

The American people must have their eves 
opened by the assassination of M. Carnot to 
the fact that anarchy is no respecter of govern- 


ments, but is the foe alike of republics and 
monarchies. There was a time, a genera- 
tion ago. when Americans looked with 
an eye almost lenient at the mad 
hostility against established govern- 
ments in Europe, while we fondly took 


to the same fight for freedom against tyranny 
which has viven us the United States. Then, 
to our minds, the carbonaro was a patriot, even 
if his association was a secret society with 
oath to attack the bourbon dynasties of 
Italy. The nihilist of Russia. even, 
was looked on with sentiment as only 
engaged = in a death struggle with 
a despotism worse than death. The man who 
preaches and votes hatred of class agains 
class, who for political advantage tells mi.- 
lions of his fellow countrymen that they are 
robbed bz others of their fellow citizens: who 
teaches that the rich are only made to crush 
the poorand the poor to hate, and avenge 
themselves on the rich, are as much enemies 
of the republic as the bloodstained murderer at 
Lyons.” 


Sympathy Expressed in Berlin. 

BERLIN, June 26.—The assassination 
of President Carnot has caused a pro- 
found sensation in Berlin. All classes 
of people are indignant and much sym- 
pathy is expressed for France. 

Emperor William, upon receiving the 
news at Kiel, immediately telegraphed 
to Mme. Carnot. expressing his con- 
dolence in warmly sympathetic terms. 

Chancellor von Caprivi, Herr Freiherr, 
Marschal von Bieberstein, the minister 
of foreign affairs. and all the repre- 
sentatives of foreign nations in this 


city, called upon M. Herbette, the 
French ambassador, as soon as the 
death of Fresident Carnot was an- 


nounced, and expressed their sympathy 
for France. 

In addition. the Austrian ambassa- 
dor. Herr L. Von Szogyeny. and the 
Italian ambassador, Lieut.-Gen. Count 
Lanza, made calls at the ministry for 
foreign affairs. 

The general public of Germany fully 
recognize the gravity of the crime from 
a political standpoint.

FHE COUNTRY IS SAFE. 


President Cleveland on the Financial Sita- 
ation-—Miuch Better Off Than a Year Ago, 
When the Balance of Trade, Now in Our 
Favor, was Against Us—The Patriotic Ac- 
tion of the Banks Commended. 
WASHINGTON, June 25.—The presi- 

dent in speak'ng of the financial situ- 

ation said: 


“The offer of certain New York 
banks to replace from their vaults 
gold drawn from the government 


treasury for shipment a#broad, is cer- 
tainly thoughtful and patriotic. It 
not only tends to maintain the treas- 
ury’s gold reserve in good condition, 
but itadds to the stock of popular 
confidence which is at all times im- 
portant. 

“The elements which make up our 
actual situation do not justify any ap- 
prehensions, anil the administration 
still adheres to its pledge and deter- 
mination to protect our national credit 
at all hazards and keep the quality of 
our money equal with the best. so far 
as the limits of executive power per- 
mit. 

“Of course croaking and the spread 
of disquieting tales is calculated to in- 
jure the strongest financial conditions. 
I assume, however, that there is too 
much patriotism among our people and 
too much familiarity with our re- 
sources and capabilities to permit our 
reserved force and financial vigor to be 
discredited. 

“When the last government bonds 
were issued to replenish our stock of 
gold it was nearly as low as now, 
while outside of our gold we had as 
available money to pay the ordinary 
expenses of government only about 
19,000,000. We have now, besides our 
gold 4nd in money applicable to gov- 
ernment expenses, more than $53,- 
000,000. 

“T understand that it is charged in 
certain quarters that the payment of 
matured obligations is postponed to 
the amount of $50,000,000 or $75,000,000. 
This is not true. We are paying as we 
go in the usual way. 

Last year, up to June 1, the balance 
against us arising from the export and 
imports of merchandise, excluding 
gold and silver, was $64,552,046. The 
balance in our favor, same period of 
this year, was $62,960,562, represent-

WALL STREET IS WAITING 


To See What Effect the New Tariff Bill 
Wil Tfave Upon Business. 

New York, June 26.—Henry Clews’ 
weekly circular says: We are now 
Within a comparatively few days of the 
final enactment of the new tariff bill. 
By the Ist of August, its provisions are 
likely to be in operation; and the anx- 
ious problem of its effects will then 
enter the process of solution. It can 
hardly be said that Wall street shows 
any deep interest in the approaching 
event. Itis not basing any present op- 
erations upon it; it is not discounting 
itaus either a ‘bull’ ora “bear” element. 
It does not deny that it must have 
future effects, but it regards those re- 
sults as so contingent upon conditions 
independent of the tariff that they 
hardly afford material for speculation, 
much less for careful investment. It 
is conceded that the new act will re- 
move the ostensible reason for sus- 
pense which has so long kept busi- 
ness stagnant. Wall street’s attitude 
at the moment is a waiting one. so as 
to see how things will drift when the 
new conditions take effect. 


THE TAYLOR BROTHERS, 


Charged with the Murder of the Meeks 
Family, Near Browning, Mo-, Captured at 
Batesville, Ark. 

LitrLeE Rock, Ark.. June 26.—Wm. P. 
and George Taylor, the two brothers 
charged with the murder of the Meeks 
family near Browning, Mo., May 1%, 
were captured yesterday morning at 
Batesville, this state. by Deputy Sheriff 
J.C. Stout, of Baxter, and brought to 
this city, arriving at noon. 

The men admit their identity, and 
say that the only reason they have not 
surrendered was fear of lynching. 
They declare their innocence and say 
they will establish it if given a fair 
trial. They will return to Missouri 
without requisition. Theircaptor will 
receive the $8,000 reward offered for 
their capture. 

The victims were Gus Meeks, his 
wife and two little daughters aged 4 
and 2 years respectively. The third 
daughter, 6 years of age. survived her 
terrible wounds, and through her the 
awful story reached the public. She 
recognized the murderers as the Tay- 
lor brothers, whom she knew famili- 
arly. 

Mecks had been a witness in a crim- 
inal suit against the Taylors. and the 
case was stil] pending. It is thought 
this was the motive for the commission 
of the crime. 

One of the alleged murderers is a 
wealthy farmer and the other a stock- 
holder and cashier of a bank at Brown- 
ing.

DENVER, Col., June 26.—Gen. Tars- 
ney, who received a coat of tar and 
feathers at the hands of his enemies 
Saturday morning, was resting easier 
at last accounts. The inflammation in 
his face is greatly reduced, but is still 
anything but comfortable, and _ his 
body has somewhat recovered from 
stiffness, resulting from his treatment 
and his long walk. The strain upon 
his nerves was so great that he 
was nearlv” prostrated when he 
found himself among friends, but he 
has in a great degree recovered from 
the prostration. Gen. Tarsney is a man 
of considerable pride and spirit. and he 
suffers from humiliation perhaps as 
much as he does from physical pain. 
Not only are his friends profuse in 
their manifestations of sympathy, but 
the public generally deprecate the oc- 
currence, and do not hesitate to give 
expression to their feelings. The gen- 
eral is about 66 years ofage, and served, 
in the Union army during the civil war. 





An Immense Indignation Meeting.

A STRANGER IN JAPAN. 


fhe Impression Made by the First Stopina 
Tea House. 


Though I had read much about life 
in Japan, it was an embarrassing expe- 
rience to be set down for the first time 
with my baggage ina Japanese room, 
and to try and adapt myself mentally 
to the possibilities of living under such 
conditions. Ina bare hut or tent the 
problem is comparatively simple; there 
is always one way by which you must 
enter; but ina Japanese room there is 
too much liberty; three of the walls are 
opaque, sliding screens, the fourth is a 
transparent, orrather translucent, one; 
you can come in or go out where you 
like; there is no table on which things 
must be put, no chair on which you 
must sit, no fireplace to stand with 
‘your back to—just a clean matted floor 
‘and perfect freedom of choice. Euro- 
pean trunks look hopelessly ugly and 
unsympathetic in such surroundings, 
nor are matters much improved when 
the host, in deference to the habits of 
a foreigner, sends in a rough deal 
table, with a cloth of unhemmed 
eotton, intended to be white, and 
‘an uncompromising straight-backed 
deal chair. These hideous articles 
make a man feel ashamed, for though 
they are only a burlesque of our civili- 
zation, they are produced with an air 
of pride which shows that the owner 
thinks theyare the right thing, and 
one cannot but be humiliated by their 
agliness and want of comfort. Yet if 
you want to read or write you have to 
keep them and make the best of them, 
for a long evening on the floor is only 
to be borne after a good many weeks 
of prac*ice. Things begin to look 
brighter and pleasanter when the lit- 
tle waiting-maid appears, bringing first 
some cush’ons and the hibachi, with its 
pile of glowing charcoal, and then the 
'tea-tray ard a few sweet cakes. This 
‘was more the sort of thing I had ex- 

pected, an&é made me at once feel at 
home with my surroundings. It is the 

first attention shown you in every tea- 
house, no rmatter how humble: whether 

you go as an inmate. or whether you 

merely sit down for a few minutes’ rest

ithe hibachi is placed by your side, a 
| pleasant and friendly weleome. which

me, however much the quality of the 
tea might vary.— Alfred Parsons, in 
Harper's Magazine.
